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OUTSTAl'IDING  ENTOlIOLCGICAL  FEATURES  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  FOR  SEFTMBER,  1924 


Uhite  gruUs  have  heen  reported  as  'being  more  seriously  prevalent  than  nsiial 
in  the  Ohio  River  Valley,  southern  liichi^n,  and  parts  of  NeUraska  and  Kansas. 

The  Hessian  fly  promises  to  "be  seriously  a'bundant  in  Ohio,  where  present 
indications  are  that  the  "brood  will  "be  late  in  emerging.  Rather  heav3^  infestation 
is  also  reported  from  Illinois,  Nebraska,  and  Kansas. 


The  European  com  borer  is  reported  as  spreading  southward  much  more  rapidly 
than  last  year  in  Ohio,  and  the  intensity  of  infestation  has  also  materially  in- 
creased. 


Cool,  rainy  weather  in  Kansas  and  Illinois  is  believed  to  be  very  adverselj^ 
affecting  the  chinch  bug  and  no  serious  damage  during  1925  is  anticipated  in  these 
States, 


The  western  corn  roc  two rm  is  reported  as  m.oderately  abundant  in  Michigan 
and  Iowa  and  seriously  ahondant  in  parts  of  Nebraska, 

The  red  spider  problem  has  reached  such  serious  magnitude  in  California  as 
to  be  the  occasion  of  a large  conference  of  agricn-ltujral  a.dvisers,  growers,  and 
others,  directly  and  indirectlj^  associated  with  the  fruit  industry  of  that  State, 
to  devise  methods  for  control. 

The  Mexican  bean  beetle  is  now  reported  in  the  ncrtheasternjwost  corner  of 
thd  Stats  of  Ohio,  thence  westward  al.ong  the  lake  shore  to  Lorain  Comitj^,  thence 
southv-estward  througli  Hancock  County  and  Shelby  Counky  to  Butler  County  in  the 
southwestern  corner  of  the  State.  The  infestation  in  West  Virginia  is  now  known 
to  extend  as  far  east  as  Harrison,  Cilmer,  Kanawha,  Fayette  and  Monroe  Counties, 
and  in  North  Carolina  eastwemd  to  Nilkes  arid  Iredell  Counties  and  h-as  extended 
northmrd  in  FennsjUvaiua  to  Beaver  Co'onty.  In  Uyoming  the  pest  is  extending 
northward  in  Platte  Comt^/. 

The  pea  aphid,  on  the  ""hole,  was  not  seriously  abundant  in  Uisconsin  this 
year,  thou^  a sli^it  amonnt  of  damage  earlj^  in  August  was  reported  from  the  dried- 
pea,  section  in  Door  County. 

The  cotton  boll  weevil  on  the  whole  has  not  been  a serious  factor  this  year 
except  in  a few  restricted  regions.  About  the  middle  of  the  month,  however,  many 
bolls  were  fo'cnd  infested  in  parts  of  North  Carolina  and  South  Ca,rolina  which  had 
previously  been  considered  safe,  in  ma.ny  cases  the  damage  being  on  well-developed 
bolls.  Similar  injury  to  well- grown  bolls  was  reported  from  Georgia.  Consider- 
able cotton  in  the  Greenville  district  of  Mississippi,  the  gro'^th  of  which  was  re- 
tarded by  dry  weather,  is  now  threatened  by  a late  attack  of  the  weevil. 
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The  cotton  leafuorm  is  now  reported  as  generally  prevalent  throu^out  the 
cotton  "belt.  A sli^t  amoiant  of  control  work  is  being  attempted  in  a few  of  the 
States  hut  generally  it  is  believed  that  the  cotton  is  so  far  advanced  that  the 
leafworm  can  do  but  little  damage, 

A very  heavy  emergence  of  the  cicada  Tib icon  respnans  Walker  is  reported 
from  the  Tampa,  region  of  klorida,  the  outbreak  being  in  intensity  very  similar  to 
an  emiergence  of  the  periodical  cicada. 

The  bagworm  is  abun.dant  and  destructive  over  the  greater  part  of  Ohio,  sou- 
thern Indiana,  and  parts  of  Kentucky,  Oklahoma,  Kansas,  and  Mississippi. 

Praxtically  all  the  locust  trees  in  southern  Ohio  are  browned  by  the  locust 

hi spa. 


The  eye-spotted  bud-moth,  Spilonota  pjcelJ,ana  D.  & S. , occurred  in  outbreak 
form  in  Kings  County,  iJova  Scotia,  end  was  abundant  and  destiuctive  in.  unsprayed 
orchards  in  southwestern  Ontario. 

The  lesser  appl^  woira,  lasueyrcsia  prunivora  Walsh,  proved  very'  injurious 
in  the  Okanagan  Valley,  British  Columbia,  this  season. 

Leafhoppers,  principally  the  six-spotted  species,  Cicadula  sexnotata  Fallen, 
have  caused  very  severe  injury  to  oats  and  barley  over  considerable  areas  in  north- 
c en  t r al  Sa  ska  t ch  ewan , 

The  rosy  aphis,  Aniu aphis  roseus  ;fel-rer,  bus  been  unusually  abundant  and 
destructive  in  the  Annapolis  Valley,  ITova  Scotia. 

The  grape-berry  moth,  Folychrosis  yitpana_  Clemens,  leas  come  into  prominence 
as  a grape  pest  in  the  liiagara  district  of  Ontario. 

The  cunrant  fruit-fly,  Fjiochra  canadpnsis  Loew,  is  so  injurious  in  southern 
interior  British  Columbia  as  to  mkme  it  impossible  to  grow  currants  an*d  gooseberries 
commercially.  i 

The  peach  worm,  Anars ia  lineatella  Zeller,  is  abundant  in  the  lower  Okanagan. 
Valley,  B.  C. , causing  considerable  loss  to  peaches  and  prunes.

Tlie  infestation  by  the  cabbage  aphis,  Brevicoryne  (Aphis ) brass icae  L. , in  i| 
the  Okana^.h  Valley,  E.  C.  , has  been  general,  causing  considerable  loss.  f 

The  onion  maggot,  Eylemyia  anti  qua  Meigen,  has  been  unusually  plentiful  in  | 
the  Okanagpn  Valley,  B.  C. , this  season,  and  the  onion  thrips , Thrips  t abaci  Lind.  , I 
caused  considerable  loss.  I 
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The  larch  sawfly,  Ly gaeo riems.tnjig  Ea.rtig,  is  more  or  less  generally 

.infesting  the  forests  over  the  vhole  southea-stem  corner  of  ilova  Scotia,  and  it  is 
reported  on  the  increase  in  Hanitola, 

A rather  serions  infestation  of  the  gipsy  moth,  Porthetria  dispar  L,  , was 
[discovered  on  the  Belle  Valley  road,  some  3 or  4 miles  southwest  of  Lacolle  Village, 
:in  St,  John’s  county,  Quehec,  on  Septemiher  3*  This  onflreak,  which  covers  an  area 
! of  at  least  609  sq-oa.re  yards,  is  principally  confined  to  apple  and  shade  trees.  In 
:.addition  twelve  infertile  eggs,  the  remnants  of  an  egg-mass,  were  found  near  the 
[village  of  Beebe,  in  Stanstead  county,  Quebec,’  on  Jul^^  29.  This  latter  infesta- 
: tion  constitutes  the  first  record  of  the  gipsy  moth  in  Canada. 

The  European  corn  borer,  ?yr aus ta.  nub i 1 al i s Hbn. , has  increased  in  intensity 
1 throu^out  its  entire  range  (Ontario)  to  a must  alarming  degree.  This  increase  is 
3‘m.ost  striking  in  the  western  and  lake-shore  co'onties  of  Elgin,  Kent,  and  Essex. 

! In  the  lake-shore  townships  of  Essex  and  Kent  the  average  field  infestation  over  a 
I distance  of  30  miles  has  increased  from;  less  than  1 per  cent  to  95  per  cent.  Else- 
j where  the  increa.se  has  not  been  as  marked.  The  northern,  central,  and  eastern 
counties,  thou^i  more  severely  infested  than  in  1923,  ha,ve  not  aftained  a tenth  of 
the  increase  found  in  the  western  lamef shore  area.

K.  L,  Cockerham  (Aiigust  25):  During  the  laso  few  days  there  has 

occurred  the  largest  flight  of  dragonflies  in  this  section  (Biloxi) 
which  I lia.va  ever  witnessed  anyrfnere.  All  along  the  beach  front 
literally  h-ondreds  of  specimens  would  be  in  the  air,  heahing  and 
hanging  into  the  face  of  the  breeze.  On  one  late  ahternoon  I 
noticed  a.  great  miany  resting  on  the  telephone  and  li^b  wires 
around  a residence;  as  many  as  one  per  foot  would  be  about  the 
average  around  this  place  where  there  was  perhaps  two  hundred 
feet  of  this  wiring.  This  unus'jal  fli^it  was  during  the  most 
unusual  period  of  heat  experienced  in  this  section  in  many  years.

J.  W.  McColloch  (Septeinher  20):  The  lesser  migratory  grasshopper 

(Melanoplus  'a clan  is)  continues  to  cause  serious  damage  to  alfalfa 
throughout  the  State.  During  the  last  month  its  injury  has  been 
particularly  noticed  on  fall-sown  alfalfa.

W.  P,  Flint  (Geptemher):  Adult  armyworms  and  cutworms  have  been 

less  abundant  in  eastern  Illinois  during  August  and  early  Septem- 
ber than  at  any  tim.e  during  the  last  four  years,  judging  by  the 
number  taken  in  moth  traps  which  have  been  run  during  the  summer 
months  for  that  length  of  time.

E.  W.  Mendenhall  (September  11 ):  Oompla.ints  have  come  from  all 

over  the  Stake  in  re^ud  to  the  damage  done  by  the  common  vhite  ' 
grubs  or  grubworms,  which  have  done  a.  gr-eat  deal  of  damage  to  the 
different  crops  this  year. 

J.  J.  Davis  (September  22):  Thei-e  have  been  reports  of  injury  in  ' 

isolated  local itics  throu^iout  the  State.  Strawberries,  corn, 
and  grasses  arc  the  principal  crops  attacked. 

Eugenia  McDaniel  (August  25):  The  June  brig  is  causing  an  immense 

aviount  of  damage  to  the  truck  gardens  in  and  about  Holland.  Tliis 
area  is  mostly  muck  soil  and  given  over  to  truck  farming, 

M.  H.  Swenk  (September  3):  Dhite  grubs  cont5,nued  to  be  the  sub- 

ject of  complaints  of  injury  to  bluegrass  lawns,  strawberry  patches, 
and  flower  gardens  dui’ing  the  first  two  weeks  of  August.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  counties  mentioned  in  m.y  last  report,  reports  of  seriou? 
injuip'  wore  receiwed  during  August  from  Poone,  Merrick,  Fillmore, 
Doffalo,  and  Ihuckolls  Counties.

ing in  several  co^onties  of  the  State  and  our  em.ergence  records  up 
to  the  present  writing  indicate  that  we  will  probably  have  a late 
emergence,  Pall  conditions  are  very  favorable  for  a great  in- 
crease of  infestation  in  next  ^rear’s  crop.

In  northern  Illinois  60  to  V5 
per  cent  cf  the  flp  nad  emerged  hp  Septemtcr  12,  In  central  Illinois 
emergence  he^an  about  September  8~9,  3ggs  were  present  in  small  num- 
bers by  the  i 0th  and  in  moderate  numbers  on  the  17th.  As  stated  in 
the  la.st  report,  enou^  fly  is  present  in  all  sections  of  the  State  to 
cause  moderate  to  hea\^’  infestation  to  volunteer  and  early-so’^mi  wheat.

H.  A.  Gossard  (September  20):  The  European  corn  borer  is  spread- 

ing southward  much  more  rapidly  than  in  former  years  and  intensity 
of  infestation  has  increased  greatly  d'oring  the  last  year.  Com- 
mercial damage  in  the  infested  districts  is  still  less  than  1 per 
cent,  if  we  do  not  take  into  account  the  increased  expense  for 
ha/rvesting  and  the  emioarrassments  of  the  quarantine,  but  it  is 
quite  evident  that  the  commercial  damage  will  be  very  much  greater 
in  a year  or  two  more.

Y.  ?.  Flint  (September):  Continued  rains  duming  late  August  and 

September  have  made  conditions  very  ui).favorable  for  second-brood 
bugs,  and  have  so  reduced  their  numbers  that  there  will  be  no  dan- 
ger of  severe  danage  in  any  section  of  the  State  during  1925. 

J.  W.  McColloch  (September  20):  Chinch  bugs  are  still  abundant 

in  the  corn  and  sor^rjom  fields  hut  are  not  causing  serious  damage. 
Cool,  rainy  weather  throu^out  much  of  the  State  has  been  favor- 
able to  crops  and  has  had  a tendency  to  reduce  the  chinch  hug  in- 
festation.

E.  U.  Earned  (September  18):  There  has  been  a.  rather  serious  out- 

break of  rhe  lesser  com  stalk-borer,  Eianrapp_ahqus  lignosellus. 
Apparently  this  insect  is  present  in  adl  parts. of  the  State.  We 
have  received  specimens  from  several  dozen  places,  indicating  that 
the  insects  are  distributed  in  injurious  numbers  quite  generally 
throu^-out  the  State.  They  have  been  reported  as  injuring  es- 
pecially soybeans,  cowpeas , sorgh-om.,  com,  and  sugar  can.e.  In 
some  gardens  a large  proportion  ox  the  plants  were  destroyed  by 
these  insects.  One  correspondent  az  Booneville  who  sent  in 
specimens  from  his  ^rden  wrote  that  at  least  SO  per  cent  of  the 
peas  were  infested,  and  25  per  cent  of  the  beans.  The  outbreak 
of  this  insect  this  summer  is  rather  interesting  as  we  did  not 
have  a single  report  of  injury  by  this  species  during  1922  or 
1923.  Tliree  ^/ears  ago,  that  is,  during  the  summer  of  1921, 
this  insect  occurred  in  injurious  numbers  at  m8n3/  places  throu^- 
out  the  State.  We  do  not  have  any  record  of  the  a.ppearance  of 
this  insect  during  1919  or  1920.

G.  N.  Ainslie  (Septemher  15):  The  adults  of  this  beetle  are  found 

in  numher^- . Possibly  the  late  ma.turing  of  the  corn,  affording  an 
exrraordinary  anount  of  late  green  silk,  has  been  one  factor  in  the 
ab^urdance . Tney  are  feeding  on  helianthus  and  other  flowers,  also 
on  alfalfa,  and  are  in  evidence  everyrhere.  For  a nuiiiiber  of  years 
the  damage  to  corn  has  been  negligible,  very  few  fields  of  leaning 
or  prostrate  corn,  being  observed. 

M.  H.  Swehk  (September  3):  Cases  of  serious  damage  in  large  corn- 

fields by  the  western  corn  rootworm  were  reported  from  Cinning  and

U.  E.  Britton  (September  15):  Apparently  not  heretofore  recorded

M.  H.  Swenk  (September  3):  A Platte  County  field  that  had  been  in 
oats  and  sweet  clover  last  year,  and  was  planted  to  corn  May  18-20 
last  , was  heavily  .dama.ged  during  late  July  and  early  August  by  the 
southern  corn  rootwom:,  a pest  that  is  not  frequently  seriously 
injurious  in  this  State.

Three  species  of  leafhoppers  are 
very  hunerous  on  etlfal fa, apple,  and  peach  in  Boxelder  and  Cache 
Coiunties.  Often  20  or  mors  can  be  swept  into  a net  at  a single 
stroke.'

J*  W*  McColloch  (s^t ember  20):  Termites  have  seriously 
damaged  the  woodwork  in  a house -at  Russell-,  The  oak  woodwork 
in  a house  at  Manhattan  was  damaged  to  the  extent  that  it  had  to 
be  torn  out.  In  reaching  the  woodwork  the  termites  came  up 
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through  2 feet  of  stone  foundat5.on*  The  cement  hetween  the  stones 
was  poor  and  the  termites  constructed  their  runways  through  this.

IlEZERCEPT  IONS 

Mexican  oranges  were  found  in  sh5.p^s  stores  on  board  a tank 
steamer  from  Tampico,  Mexico,  at  Tam-pa,  Fla.  , by  a collaborator 
of  the  Board,  Examination  showed  that  one  of  these  oranges 


was  infested  "by  larvae  which  were  identified  as  Mexican  orange 
maggots  (inastr epha  Indens  Loew, ) A t)OX  of  Mexican  oranges 
was  also  found  in  the  stores  of  an  oil  tanker  which  arrived 
at  Hew  Orleans  from  ‘rarr5)ico,  Mexico , .August  25*  They  were 
destroyed* 

Larva  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  (Cerat  it  is  canitata  Wied,  ) 
was  taken  from  an  orange  in  ship^s  stores  of  a Spanish  steamer 
arriving  at  Tampa,  5’la*.from  Spain  via  Cuba,  The  origin 

of  the  infested  material,,  so  far  as  could  he  ascertained,  was 
Malaga,  Spain^  Inspectors  at  San  Pedro,  Calif.,  found  specimens 
of  this  pest  in  coffee  berries  from  Hawaii^ 

The  importances add  necessity  for  careful  inspection  of  passengerSi 
baggage  on  vessels  from  Hawaii  is  thoroughly  demonstrated  by  the 
following  report  received  from  California:  The  SS.  Enterprise, 
from  Honolulu,  arrived  in  quarantine  at  San  Prancisco  on  the 
morning  of  August  24th*'  In  the  baggage  of  a Portuguese  passenger, 
there  was  found  a tobacco  can  containing  avocado 5 mango,  and 
papaya  seeds  in  which  a species  of  weevil  was  present*  The  most 
important  feature  of  this  interception,  however,  was  the  finding 
of  several  live  larvae  of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  in  the 
small  amount  of  stringy  pulp  adhering  to  the.  mango  seeds*  Upon 
arrival  of  the  vessel  at  the  dock,  the  trunk  and  contents  were 
retained  on  board  and  subjected  to  fumigation  for  a period  of 
24  hours* 

A dangerous  weevil,  Heilipus  perseae  Barber, has  been  collected 
frequently  of  late  in  avocados  from  Mexico  at  El  Paso,  Tex*  ^It 
has  also  been  reported  in  the  same  host  from  Mexico  at  Brownsville, 
Tex. , and  Hogales,  Ariz* 

Since  the  last  letter  of  information  was  issued,  reports  have  been 
received  of  the  following  interceptions  of  larvae  of  the  West 
Indian  fruit  fly  (Anastrepha  frater cuius  Wied* ) at  New  York: 

Pound  once  in  mangoes  from  Cuba;  s*even  interceptions  in  mangoes 
from  Jamaica,  and  twice  in  mangoes  from  Porto  Hico*  The  sa^e 
insect  is  reported  from  Philadelphia  as  follows;  Taken  three 
times  from  mangoes  from  Jamaica,  and  three  times  from  sapodillas 
from  Jamaica* 

I'^ngoes  from  Mexico  were  found  as  infested  with  larvae  of 
Anastrepha  l.udens  Wied^,  at  Ei  Paso,  Tex*  , July  12,  1924,  and  at 
Laredo,  Tex*  , June  14,  19-4,  This  insect  was  also  taken  from 
peaches  from  Mexico,  at  Brownsville,  Tex*,  July  23,19245:  and 
from  sweet  limes  from  Mexico  a.t  Laredo,  Tex*,  August  28,1924* 

A thrips  (Physothr  ips  atratus  Hal* ) was  collected  on  castor  beau 
from  England  at  Boston,  July  i4,1924*  This  is  a very  common  European 
thrips  and  is  not  yet  recorded  from  North  America.  No  foreign  thrips 
are  desirable  as  they  are  very  destructive  insects^, 

An  elaterid  ( Agr i ot e s 1 inea tus  L * ) was  intercepted  at  Philadelphia 
in  potatoes  from  Sweden.  This  beetle  is  a well  known  pest  in  Europe 
on  corn  and  other  grains  and  it  is  well  to  keep  a check  on  its 
possible  introduction*
